The need of an adequate sewage 
disposal scheme for such a rapidly 
growing city as Edmonton was long 
felt by the olty engineer, and, in

A visi to thie work was made by 
a Bulletin represe esterday 
Just 2t the eastern edge of the » | 
tentlary grounds and a few hundred 
feet north of Jasper avenue, a shatt 
one hundred end ten feet has been 
sunk, An electric hoist perates 
the elevator and lifts the clay and 
stone through which the tunnel ts 
being bored. This refuse will be 
burned and used for ballast and grad- 
ing the streets of the city. 

Below ground there is a high and 
well-lighted tunnel, el x lights 
being hung at frequent intervals 
ulong the side, Car tracks extend 
to each end of the <unnel, and upon 
these tracks the dump cars, used for 
carrying the dirt to the surface, are 
run, About two hundred feet of 
the sewer have been completed in 
each direction. Continuing to the 
end of the season, the method = of 
construction is apparent. The clay 
and shale through which the junnel 
is being pushed is very solid aind 
adhesive, so that very little timber- 
ing is necessary. The earth ia re- 
moved for about fifteen feet in nd- 
vance of the concrete blocks , of 
which jhe sewer is built by the 
miners, and then tthe block-layere 
finish the sewer up to within a few 
feet of the tunnel! end. 

Method of Construction, 

The construction used is first an

Over Half a Mile Long. 

The length of this 10 feet 6 inches 
section of the sewer fs $290 feet and 
it extends from the fiver along the 
eastern boundary of the government 
property and from the north-east 
corner to the injersection of Rat 
Creek and Pox etreet, The con- 
struction of this eewer entails the 
excavation of gore eighteen  thou- 
sand cuble yards, and in addition to 
thie there ate pome five manholes, 
through which access to the sewer 
may be gained, Only two of these 
manholes are constructed as yet, but 
as soon as the weather moderates the 
construction of the other three will 
be gone on with and the work of 
the tunnel will continue from mine 
surfaces, instead of three as ajt pre- 
sent, There are now about seventy 
men engaged in the construction, 
but with the additional surfaces to 
work on a force of jtwo hundred 
men will be required,
